He also said that the prompt leak by someone in Washington of the 
report oi the second U Thant-Castro meeting had caused great 
trouble m New York. Apparently the story was based on Steven- 
son's memcon as sent tc Washing'^. U Thant has now had to 
issue a denial. All this has produced much irritation in the office 
of the Secretary General. 

He also said that the Turkish delegate had come to see him this 
morning to express his anxiety over the possibility that the United 
States might reach some decision concerning the Turkish bases 
without full prior consummation with the Turkish Government.
